‘‘The only $500 piece of paper agaiust 
you among the papers is your note en- 
dorsed by R. 8. Saunders, dated January 
31, 1867.”? 

HE NEVER RECKiVED A CENT. 

Never received one cent from Rutter 
or’any other person, either directly or 
indirectly. Ratter told Lim emphati- 
cally thet the evidence as reporied was 
falee. Mr. Rutter, upon ecverai occa- 
gions, asked his influence to secure the 
reorganization of the Teuuessee Naiioual 
Bank, stating that parties in New York 
would advance money or take stock to 
the ammount of $500 000, and makea Ne. 
1 bauk, and secure tue interests the 
State; and eaid if I would give my infla- 
ence, my note should be taken care of. 
Told Mr. Rutter Edesired my note taken 
care of if Icould do it honorably, aad 

rotect the Siaie; that Col. F. M. White 
bad for years been my friend, aud thai I 
must protect him if possidie; but 
whether I could pay the nvte or not, the 
State would lose nutbing. Had been an- 
voyed by Rutter.

Q. State whether or not you have paid

A. I weut to Chicago to get married, 
and found myself short of money, and 
drew for the $500 referred to. J paid the 
draft as respo:.ded toin my auswer No.

HE EXPLAINS RESOLUTIONS. 

Q. Explain what resoiutions are re- 
ferred to in your letter to Mr. Rutter, 
daied at Nashville, March 4, 1867, and 
whether or not you received any pecu- 
niary compensation for your effort in 
that behalf. — 

A. Ido not remember the resoluifon 
referred to, but presumeit refera tb sus- 
taining the Tenuesezee Natioual Bank, or 
authorizing @ settlement with the sank.

A. I never received any money or 
other consideration for any «cticn named 
in skid letter. I simply desired, as I have 
before said, to have the bank saved, be- 
lieving it was the only means by which 
the State couid be.eaved from loss.

WHY PEOPLE GO TQ THE THEATER, — 

Still further, it is @ mere delusion to 
suppose that pecpte go to the theater to 
be instructed, to be taught In any branch 
of useful knowledge, or to receive pro- 
found moral impressions. They go to be 
amused, to be entertained, and to satisfy 
the craving for excitement. I appeal to 
those who frequent the theater whether 
you go thither with the intent to be 
made wiser or better ; to obtain a strong- 
er bod 
moral 
that are directly sought there, and 
whether.the audience show any great 
eagerness to profit by them. 


THE UNOBJECTIONABLE”’ PLAYS, 

In the second piace, let us consider the 
nooral tone of those plays, which are 
thcught by many to bs unovjectionable. 
These plays may be divided into two 
classes: the pathetic drama, and the 
drama which deals with human nature 


in ite sterner moods. 


THE PATHETIC DRAMA. 

It is the leading object of the pathetic 
drama to awaken the finer sensibilities, 
especially compassion, for human gaffer- 
ing. Accordingly it is held that the 
theater cultivates with an efficiency 
rarely surpassed this pure and engaging 
virtue, We are polnted to the masterly 
skiil with which the author of the play 
arranges the story of misfortune and 
wreichedness, of suffering innocence, 
and of overwheiming calamity, And 
then we are referred to the consummate 
skill of the player jn rendering the story; 
to the weeping audience; to the irrepres- 
sible sobbings of the boxes responding 
‘‘to the patnos of the stage.’’ We are 
expected to admit that the play hss the 
extraordinary merit of reinforcing, in 


mercy. But this statement over!ooka 

one of the constant laws of our nature. 

A clear distingtion is to be taken here, 

as elsewhere, between things that differ. 
_ THE ILLUSTRATION, 

I do not compare the theater even as 
it istoa Spanish bull fight or toa 
man gladiatorial show; but I insist upon 
it that those spectacies furnish an iliue- 
traticn—a atrong one, I graat you—of 
the difference between human suffsring 
sought out for the purpose of mer- 
cy, and human euffering sought 
out for the purpose of recreation. 
The first softens, the last hardens the 
heart. The first ministers to the ele- 
ment of piety that is in us; the last to 
the taint of cruelty that lurks like ep as- 
sassin in the darker recesses of the hu- 
man breast ; and] insist upon it that this 
love of excitement which urges you to 
be in at the Geath of a fellow-creature—a 
‘death which, though on tho stage and 
unreal, is a greater iuxury to you in pro- 
portion as it ea seg in ite phename- 
na & real death—the more like death the 
higher your epjoyment, and the more 
ghastly and bloody the sight, the more 
agreeable your recreation. I insist upon 
it that, from this point of view, a case 
is clearly made out against the theater, 


evidence cof human experience and the 
law of homan nature—the highest form 
of both evidence and law, 

THE TRAGIC DRAMA. 

From the drama which is intended to 
move the sensibilities we pow turn to 
the tragedy, which deals with buman 
nature in its sterner moods. I undertake 
to show that the moral tone of the dra- 
ma in this form is radically unsound. A 
pisy, in order to bs’ popular, in order to 
draw well, must be instinct with pathos 
and passion.

THE BLACK CROOK, 


But we bave not stated the worst.of 
this case. [i was bad enough that the 
‘* Black Crock’ should have been ex- 
hibited any wiere outside of dancehouses 
of New Yurk; bad enough it was that it 
was not suppressed even then by the po- 
lice. But the worst of it was that re- 
spectabie pecpla attended the shameful 
epcectacie, that men of character took 
their wives and suffered their daughters 
to be present. Let meread to you an 
extract from the Northern Monthly for 
Mareh, 1868. Speaking of the Black 
Crook’? at New York, the writer says: 
‘‘The initial evening saw the theater 
packed, bet with men, very few having 
the temerity to take women toan exhi- 
bition 80 very questionable. The second 
evening the small feminine element was 
facreased, and befure the second month 
had begun, city dames. of position and 
carefuliy-reared <«damsela ventured to 


gaz>'at the wanton dances and lewd tab- 


lexaux, in epite of the blushes that cov- 


them even to their finger-tips! 


Kiven the demon dance, which no man 
eould ese for the first time, withcut some 
sanse of shame, accepted as a thing 
The fitst night of ita repre- 
sentation even New York wag astonished 
and mortified, and, after a few seconds, 
would have hissed the ludicrous exhibi- 
tion but for the claquers carefully posted 
through the house, 


THE POISON OPERA, 


If we turn from such infamous theatri- 
cal Bpectacles as the Biack Crook,” 
and the ‘White Fawn,” and the 
**(iolden Branch,” to the opera,’we find 
it not leas objectionable. 
material difference between evil thoughts 
uttered in plain speech and evil thoughts 
uttered in song, except that music gives 
intensity to the poison, Like the feather, 
it wings the srrow witha deadly aim. 
I have no knowledge of the popular 
operas of the day. But I see some of 
them deacribed in the newspapers fn 
such terms as leada me to regard it as 
fortunste that they are in a measure dis- 
guised by the French and Italian lan- 
guages in which they are written. Of 
one of them it has been said that ‘it is 
a violation of the a>venth command- 
ment set to mualc, with infinite varia- 
tions.” 

THE GENTLER EMOTIONS OF THE OPERA. 


From the theater you proceed to the 
opera. There the gentler emotions are 
awakened. Low, soft voices from the 
stage, utter in song the insidious evil 
thought ; the sentiment and the scenery 
and the symphonies fill the house with 
the fumes of a sensuous inebriation. The 
atmcaphere is radiant with a magic glow 
and laden with a golden mist. In that 
bewildering dream, and then in the 
memory of the delight and the longing 
for its renewal from week to week, what 
young man or young woman will care 
for the soul? 7 
THE JUDGMENT OF THE CHURCH OF GOD. 


The experiences of mankind, and the 
settied convictions of the Church of 
God, through all the ages, are not to be 
despised. And if these are anything, 
they testify with one consent that the 
theater robs saving truth of its power, 
makes the call of divine mercy more and 
more distasteful, and draws men away 
from the Bible and from the house of
